When the acci- 
deut occurred three men who were as­ 
sisting in the work were thrown 50 feet 
over a cliff alig hting on the river bank.

LOVED THE DAUGHTER. 


Fcrsmiw Are Killed and Four 
jurc<l In an Explosion. 
N ew ville , Pa., April 9.—A terrible 
explosion occurred at the sawmill of 
Dennis Boy d. sitnat<*d at North Mount­ 
ain, nine mile* north of this place, y<*s- 
terday , which resulted in the death of* 
two men and the injury of four other 
persons, two of them g irls.

The explosion <K*curr<‘d immediately 
after the men had finished their meal. 
The men, with a number of other em­ 
ploy es of the mill, were sitting in front 
of the hug e boiler, while several work­ 
men were eng ag ed in repairing a belt. 
Suddenly and without any warning the 
boiler blew up. wrecking a part of the 
building aud instantly killing y oung 
Boy d and injuring y oung Oiler so badly 
that he died within a few minutes. The 
other men and the y oung children were 
hit with frag ments of the boiler and 
wreckag e from the building . The cause 
of the explosion is a my stery .

“ Nobody was ever bitten by a rattle­ 
snake, and nobody ever w ill b e,” said a 
man who has studied them. 
“ And the 
reason is the best th at could possibly be. 
A rattlosuake can’t bite. 
It isn’t likely 
th a t any creature that lives and is pro* 
vided.w ith teeth and jaws has less pow­ 
er of biting. 
The snake’s jaw s are not 
hinged 
by an elastic cartilage. 
Tlins the snake 
has no leverage whatever in closing one i 
.*U* 
jaw against tho other, and if it attem pt ! 
ed to inflict injury by biting it couldn’t 
bo much as pierce the skin. 
The fangs 
of ft rattlesnake aro diiven into the 
flesh by a stroke, not a bite, as is well 
shown by tho fact that punctures are 
m ade only by tho arm am ent of the up­ 
per jaw. 
The lower jaw has nothing to 
do w ith the act. A man striking a boat 
j hook into a log is an exact representa­ 
tion of the m anner in which tho rattle­ 
snake bites. 
So whenever any one tells 
you aliout some one else being bitten by 
a rattlesnake bet him it isn’t so. Y ou’ll 
w in. 
It is an im possibility for a rattle- 
suako to bite. 
“ But although the rattlesnake can’t 
bite, if you’re fooling around in a coun­ 
try w here he is spending tho summer, 
you w ant to keep your eye peeled. And 
there is one particular thing yon don’t 
w ant to forget. 
It is a common and 
widespread fallacy th at a rattlesnake is 
entirely harm less so long as he is un 
coiled. 
1 believed that once and fonud 
out by a startling personal experience 
th at it w asn’t so. 
It is tru e that w hen 
a rattlesnake is stretched at full length, 
w ith the muscles extended to tl^g utm ost, 
he could not strike an inch forward, 
but from th at position he can strike 
backward his full lengtli 
and w ith 
lightniuglike velocity. 
One day I drop­ 
ped a big stone on t he head of a big 
rattler that lay in this position, crush­ 
ing tho bead, the stone lying partly on 
the head. 
A fter gazing for some tim e 
at tho quivering reptile so suddenly 
taken from life, I stooped down to re­ 
move his rattles. 
I had no sooner 
touched his ta il than his m utilated head 
flew' back, and 
alm ost grazing my 
cheek struck the sleeve of m y coat just 
below the shoulder, where both fangs 
wero lmi4ed, pulling out of the jaw and 
rem aining in the sleeve as the snake 
fell back to tno ground. 
They had*not 
missed my cheek by more than a h air’s 
breadth. 
W ith precaution I have made 
th a t test of a rattlesnake’s capacity of 
striking in th at way m any tim es since 
then, and the snake always struck. The 
instinct is so strong in this reptile that 
I have known a rattler two hours after 
its head was severed from its body to 
strike back fiercely w ith its bleeding 
stum p the instant its ta il w*as touched. 
“ But tho typical position of the rat­ 
tlesnake when intent, on deadly assault 
is the coil. 
This is not alw ays a sym ­ 
m etrical spiral,*but the body is massed J 
in more or less regular folds, the mus ; 
cles are contracted, and the reptile is : 
literally an anim ate set spring. 
From ■ 
this position the rattler can spring from 1 
one-half to tw o-thirds of his length, j 
Before the stroke the m outh is opened ! 
wide, the fangs falling down from their ] 
sockets in the upper jaw* and standing • 
firruly in their position. 
The head is , 
thrust forward, the half coils below it j 
being straightened out to lengthen the | 
uoek and to give power to the strike. 
There is no prelim inary motion. 
The 
stab is made w ith abrupt sw iftness that 
defies escape of the victim 
one strike. 
The snake passes back into 
its coil again w’itk the same swiftness 
th a t it threw' itself out. 
As tho fangs 


its base like a long row of glistening 
A huge iceberg had driftod ii: 
and lay straudod at ono end of the in­ 
land; far np on tho rocks was tho light 
house; on a shelf below stood a littVf 
hut, w ith provisions, for shipwrecked 
sailors; the gray m orning m ists m adt 
these look heavy and sodden, and alto ­ 
gether this glimpso of Bollo isle w\*u 
the most desolate scene I had ever b e ­ 
held.

endless procession of huge iceberg« drift 
tng slowly down in sinelo filo from tL* 
m ysterious regions of tho north. 
Wo had m et w ith single bergs ulong 
tho N ew foundland coast, but off L abra­ 
dor they becaino a constant and unspeak­ 
ably grand feature in 
the seaward 
view. 
I doubt if they can be soen any­ 
where else except in arctic and antarctic 
w aters in such num bers, variety and 
grandeur. Tho branch of the gulf stream 
which pushes its wpy into tho A rctic 
ocean has sufficient force left when it is 
reflected by the frozen northern bound­ 
ary of th a t sea to send an icy current 
down along the Labrador coast 
Prao- 
tioally all the bergs th a t break loose 
from the ice sheathed shores of G reen­ 
land are borne southw ard by this cur­ 
rent. 
One m orning, w hoa I w ent upon 
deck, I counted no less than 135 huge 
ones. 
Some of these were groat solid 
blocks of ice; others wero arched w ith 
uum erous G othic passageways; some 
reached w itn spirelike grace high up 
into tho air. 
A ll reflected w ith pris­ 
m atic glory the rays of the sun. —Gustav 
Kobbo in 8L Nicholas.

“ Sometimes a rattlesnake loses its 
fangs in the flesh of the object it strikes, 
but that does only tem porary damage 
to its deadly armory. 
There aro plenty 
of incipient fangs lying in the jaw, only 
w aiting for a chance like th a t to oowe 
forward and bo in line for business. 
They grow very fast, and in the course 
of tw o or three days a rattlesnake that 
Las lost its fangs is refitted w ith a 
brand new pair. 
This is a good thing 
to remember, for it is the popular bo- 
lief that a rattler is made harm less by 
extracting its venom fangs. 
The only 
w ay to 
harm less, besides killing it, is to apply 
redhot irou to the cavities left by the 
fangs. Tl is w ill destroy all tho vitality 
of these dangerous parte, and new fangs 
w ill not come in. 
** 
“ The rattlesnake never pursues his 
prey ; he waits. 
He w ill not go out of 
his way to attack anything. H e w ill in- | 
variably keep on his course if not cor- j 
uered or teased. 
You may step w ithin | 
four inches of a rattlesnqjce and w ill . 
not be disturbed by it if you keep right 
on your w ay. 
If you stop, the snake at i 
once w ill take it for a challenge and 
h it you only too quick. 
It is said, ns if 
by authority, th a t the rattlesnake never 
sounds his rattle u ntil be has coiled. If 
th at is so, rattlesnakes th at I have seen • 
m ust have been freaks, for they have 
rattled when lying at full length and * 
even when moving, as w’ell as in theii j 
coils. 
The rattler, when traveling, will 
tress lakes and streams, and he sw’irns 
vyith his head and his rattles raised 
w ell above the water. 
The force w ith 
Which a rattlesnake can strike is such 
th at I once teased one into striking at a 
piece of belting at least a quarter of an 1 
inch thick, and he sent his fangs clear , 
through it.” — New York Sun.
